"Hcin'g university mon, yon will ho 
looked to as , lenders, and belonging 
to the medloai profession you will 
come into uiilininto and close rela- 
tionship with the people of your 
communities; You will bo ndviserH 
ami friends and will have special and 
important responsibilities. " 

Continuing, Sir Arthur spoke nf.tlto 
continual clamour regarding Canada's 
problems, and the very evident fact 
.hat Canadians wore not satisfied 
•villi the condit ens. of their country. 
'I do not know," he said, "how much 
.ruth there is in the statement ' that 
Canada is surely breaking I" two; 
hat the. Kasi. and the . .Wosl are fall- 
ing apart; that the silver chord is 
ie-jig loosened and that tltc * golden 
)Owoi of interprovincial friendship is 
oing broken." 

"Vet the echoes of .discord roach us. 
They come from Hie provinces .down 
by the sea, the old Rritish provinces 
of Scotish stock; they are brought on 
the winds of the pra.xles from the 
fields of golden srain; and in tho 
older provinces near ub wo hear them." 

Then the speaker' save the appalling: 
'icrures of Canadian emigration. Last 
year, ten thousand left Quebec, and 
ten thousand left tho maritimes. 
"We arc letting tho old stock go, the 
->ld stock that made this country. 
There is a problem which demands 
the attention of the best minds of the 
Dominion ." 

Not carping criticism, but construc- 
tive, criticism is what is wanted 
he said. "I am going to try to- 
ïlght and make a contribution of 
constructive cf tlcism. If it engen- 
ders one new thought In your minds, 
I shall be satisfied." 

"In the last ten years great changes 
"lava occurred, very often noiselessly 
.lid quietly, and It is only whon we 
place Tho economic and po'illcal facts 
■if 1914 alongside those of 13:M that 
we ere able to appreciate the momen- 
tous changes that have been brought 
•■bout." 

OiVng officiai figures, Sir Arthur 
<! ii owed tha t tho population of I lo- 
west in ton years had increased fiO 
per, cent, while that of the Bast Ii.-mI 
increased ii per. conl. Considering 
the Immigration into Canada, "What." 
he asked, "has become of the natural

ONE OF THE WORLD'S DREAMERS 



In the death of ex-president Wilson of the United States the 
great nation to the south of us loses one of its most notable citi- 
zens. His life was one that should be of interest to anyone, but 
most of all to the college student, for he was himself intimately 
connected with university life and student opinion as a college pro- 
fessor for many years before he entered the political field. There 
his high ideals and his deep sense of duty, as he saw it, led him 
into stormy situations, but an iron will, buttressed by the righteous- 
ness of his cause, kept him firmly in his opinions despite the tor- 
rents of adverse criticism which were helped upon him from all 
sides. In an effort to save humanity from the devastation and suf- 
v fering of war he attempted to form a world league which at the 
time of his death is gradually entering into an era of strength and 
wholesome influence. His actions constitute a worthy model for 
the shaping of a young life. When you can stand by the things 
you believe to be right, remain firm against all criticism and boldly 
face the consequences — your character is like that of the dead 
president. Like the great Lincoln, the great Wilson might say "I 
am not bound to win but I am bound to be true — 1 am not bound 
to succeed but I am bound to live up to what light I have — 1 must 
stand with anybody that stands right; stand with him while he 
Î6 right and part with him when he is wrong."

Antioch College Head Pro- 
poses New System 

The following article appeared re- 
cently lu the "Harvard Crimson" on 
the subject of "Amalgamation or Se- 
paration" of cultural', and proCesuionai 
étudiée: — 

In any contemplation of present-day 
éducation, it is snail to begin -with the 
assumption — certainly not a mistaken 
©no— that present educational methods 
arc far from perfoct. Consequently, 
.any suggestion for improving them 
deserevu consideration, and .most es- 
pecially when it comes from one like 
President Morgan who has actually 
experimented with education at An- 
tioch College. President Morgan pro- 
poses a six or eiEht-yOar course, in 
•which the cultural and professional 
clomnnt^ would bo blended, instead of 
tho nhurp division between tlieac two 
démonta now existing at almost oX 
universities. 

If an unbroken stretch of eight, 
ycara would not prove too appalling 
for Uv> ordinary student, there might 
be many advantages. The present 
ystom winch complote» a tour.- year, 
academic unit, before beginning with 
•professional training suit» very well 
the needs of tlio.se who do not intend 
to enter a profession, and ot thoKC 
who do not know which profession 
they will follow. But the eight-year 
plan includes ;.. preliminary general 
.foundation eciuully necessary fur every 
profession; and moreover allow.", 
plenty of lime in which to select some 
particular one. In this way it lia» at 
leant nil the advantaged of the ex- 
, listing plan as far an the professions 
f are concerned.

Concluding. Sir Arthur disposed of 
several criticisms which might be 
levelled at his suggestions, and show- 
ed that university men arc given little 
opportunities in the present civil ser- 
vice. There is Elttlc encouragement 
for ambition or reward for merit. 
This is the fault of the system. In 
the old land, a bright young man at 
Orciord can be assured of a brilliant 
future in the civil service of h s 
country.
